Mrs. B arney Is Shown Up in u Very Un­ 
enviable L ig h t-T h e V erdict. 
Chico, July 30ih.—The subject of the 
terrible tragedy was renewed again yester­ 
day, and a large num ber of people gathered 
at the town hall to witness the inquest 
over the dead body of Cornelius A. Hubbs. 
The jury had been im panelled oa Friday 
afternoon, to allow them to view the body 
before it was taken from the morgue by the 
friends of the deceased. 
DR. RODLEY. 
The first witness examined was Dr. Rod- 
ley, who held the post-mortem exam ina­ 
tion. 
He testified that he found a gunshot 
wound in the abdomen of the deceased on 
the left side. The wound of entrance was 
at a line drawn from a m eridian line of the 
body to a point five inches to the left and 
directly over the costal and first floating 
rib, passing through the epidermis and 
rectus muscle tasira, peritoneum , descend­ 
ing colon, om entum , grazing thoracic duct 
and passing forward and penetrating the 
lower segment of the right lobe of the 
liver, cutting the external coat of the as­ 
cending colon, lodging iu the internal 
rectus muscle on a line drawn from the 
meridian of the body eleven inches to the 
right and two inches below the costal end 
of the first floating rib. 
This wound 
would have proveu fatal to anv m an re­ 
ceiving it. 
THE w ife's MOTHER, 
Mrs. E. A. Barney, was then sworn and 
testified materially the same as she did on 
Saturday, with the exception of one very 
conflicting point. 
In yesterday’s statem ent 
she positively swears that H ubbs fired the 
first shot. On Saturday she testified that 
Bierce commenced the shooting. She says 
now that H ubbs fired at Bierce when he 
closed the bed-room door, and that Bierce 
took his revolver from the wash-stand and 
returned the shot. Then she says the shoot­ 
ing went on as described yesterday. 
The jury were then excused, to allow 
them to go and visit the residence and ob­ 
tain w hat further evidence that they m ight 
find that would bear on the case. 
' 
TRACING THE BULLETS. 
The jury visited the residence where the 
tragedy took place and traced the ballets 
and observed the positions which the prin­ 
cipals of the affair were in at the tim e of 
the shooting. This only added mystery to 
mystery in trying to gain anv evidence as 
to whether any one besides the two dead 
men were implicated in the affair. After 
the jury had returned to the hall, Constable 
Nations was instructed to sum mon Ed. 
Barney, the eight-year-old son of Mrs. B ar­ 
ney. 
In a short time the bov was brought 
to the hall. 
DAMAGING TESTIMONY. 
The little fellow did not know the penalty 
of telling a wrong story, but told some 
things that throw a different light on the 
subject. 
H e told the jury that he heard 
Bieice tell his mother, the day previous to 
the shooting, that if Mr. H ubbs came to 
the house the next day. he (Bierce) would 
surely kill him . 
The boy also stated that 
he thought he would be killed if he at­ 
tempted to shoot Hubbs, because Hubbs 
had the newest and btst pistol. This was 
all that the little boy would say on the sub­ 
ject that bore on the case. 
HER NAME WITHHELD. 
A young lady, whose nam e by request 
is withheld, was examined. 
H er testi­ 
mony did not bear much on the subject 
except that she was with Mrs. Barney 
when she invited Mrs. H ubbs and her hus­ 
band to come and spend the following 
afternoon at her residence. 
At that tim e 
Mrs. Barney stated that Mr. Bierce had left 
the town, which was not a fact, as Mr. 
Bierce was at the residence then. 
The jury then returned to the Coroner’s 
office and returned a verdict that the de­ 
ceased C. A. Hubbs came to his death from 
the effects of a gun-shot wound inflicted by 
the hands of D. It. Bierce. 
IT REMAINS A MYSTERY. 
The whole affair still rem ains quite a 
mystery as to the shooting ol Bierce. The 
first man to enter the residence. Chap 
\\ bite, claims that Bierce held therevolver 
in bis right hand, tightly clasped, and his 
hands were folded over the stomach with 
the right hand on top. This being a fact 
makes it seem very mysterious, as Dr. 
Rodley testifies lhat the wound in the head 
was inflicted from the left side. 
To add 
still more there are several persons who 
know every one was outside of the house 
ivhen the last two shots were fired. The 
key to the mystery, whatever it may be, 
has been, in all probability, buried with 
th*-ftwo dead holies and will without a 
doubt rem ain there. 


BEHRING SEA. 


T hreats of B ritish C aptains of Sealing 
Vessels—B ritish Colum bia A gitated. 
Victoria (B. 0.,) July 30th.—Captain 
McLean, of the Trium ph, is rather reticent 
about im parting information relative to 
affairs in Behring Sea. 
However, consid­ 
erable has been learned from others on the 
vessels. 
It is asserted that McLean plaved 
the Rush a pretty sm art trick. 
The story 
is that when the Rush was sighted there 
were thirty seals dead, lying on the T ri­ 
um ph a deck. 
These 
were 
hurriedly 
skinned and the pells hidden amongst a 
large quantity of salt. 
This salt also 
farmed a heavy coating to above eight 
hundred sealskins which lay at the bottom 
of the schooner. 
Lieutenant Tattle made 
an examination, but seeing nothing but 
salt departed. Captain Owens, of the seized 
Black Diamond, refused to give up his pa­ 
pers, but was told he must subm it, as the 
Rush had power to take her anywav. 
The men on the Trium ph say that Cap­ 
tain Dodd, of the Maggie Mac, had said he 
would fire on any American officers at­ 
tem pting to board his vessel. 
"While the Trium ph was at Kodiak, about 
the 22d of June, one of the hunters named 
I’ortell was drowned. H e is said to have 
been correspondent of some Sau Francisco 
paper. 
He was always engaged in writing 
when not hunting, aud had a photographic 
outfit. 
W hen the Trium ph left seals were plen­ 
tiful. 
A large num ber of seals had been 
killed, one vessel having taken fifty. 
Lieutenant T uttle told Captain McLean 
he had seen five schooners entering Behr­ 
ing Sea on the 4th of July, viz, Mageie 
Mac, the Trium ph, Mary Eilen, Lillie L. 
and Black Diamond. The latter was cap­ 
tured, but the fate of the others is un­ 
known. 
NEWS BY TH E CORONA. 
The Corona arrived 
to day. 
Captain 
Carroll says when he left Juneau W ednes­ 
day the British 
men-of-war 
Swiftsnre. 
Icarins and Ampbion were there. Tbey 
left for Port Simpson on the following day. 
The Corona beard nothing of the seizures. 
A num ber of prom inent sealing men 
wailed on the Captain of her Majesty's ship 
Champion to-day, previous to his sailing 
for the north to join the fleet.and gave him 
full particulars iu writing. He will convey 
them personally to Admiral Heneage. 
The deputation also waited on Hon. John 
Robeson, Provincial Secretary. 
He has 
telegraphed to Ottawa demanding the pro­ 
tection of the Imperial Government. 
’Tel­ 
egrams also have been sent by the most 
prom inent public men of the province. 
The action of the Im perial Government is 
anxiously awaited. 
In the m eantim e seal­ 
ing interests are completely paralyzed. 


CAPTAIN M’l.EAN IN TERV IEW ED. 
V ic to ria , July 30th.—Yonr correspon­ 
dent interviewed Captain McLean of the 
returned sealer Trium ph at a late hour last 
night. Tne Trium ph entered Behring Sea 
July 3d. 
There was boisterous weather up 
to the 11th. 
That day was nearly calm . 
At S o'clock oa the evening of the ilth he 


was ordered by the American cutter Rush 
to heave to, as the Captain wished lo come 
aboard. 
The schooner was going about 
four knots, the Rush about eight. 
A boat 
containing three officers and six men came 
alongside. 
Lieutenant T nttle of the Rush 
came aboard, the balance rem ained in the 
boat alongside. 
T attle asked if we had 
any seals, as he had orders to seize the 
vessel if we had. 
McLean said "N o.” 
Tuttle then made a personal search and 
found nothing but eight m onths’ supplies. 
He then advLed McLean to leave Behring 
Sea. 
H e told him he had seized the B rit­ 
ish vessel Black Diamond four hours pre­ 
viously; that this was his first seizure, but 
he intended to strictly enforce the Presi­ 
dent s proclamation to seize any* vessels 
found sealing in Behring Sea. 
McLean 
considered it was best to quietly spread his 
wings for home. 
A prize crew was put 
aboard the Diamond and the vessel sent to 
Oonalaska. 
The schooner’s crew will be 
sent to Sitka, and, probably, by this time, 
a large num ber of seizures have been made, 
as the sealing fleet is in the vicinity. 
CONSTERNATION CREATED. 
This news has created consternation 
here, as it was not considered that any seiz­ 
ures would be made. The Diamond was 
seized about sixty miles west of St. Paul's 
Islands. 
H er Majesty’s ship Champion leaves for 
the North this m orning to join H er Majes­ 
ty's fleet. She will convey the news of the 
seizure to Admiral Heneage. 
The T rium ph is about the finest vessel of 
the Victoria fleet. She carried thirty-one 
men. and is owned bv E. C. Baker. M. I’., 
of Victoria. 
The Trium ph spoke the 
American ship America, Julv 13th, bound 
L r Port Clarence from San Francisco with 
supplies. 
The whaling fleet was all well. 


FO R EIG N F A K E F IG H T E R S. 


N e ith e r O ne Can F ig h t a L ittle B it—A

San F rancisco, July 30tb.—Billy M ur­ 
phy of Australia and F rank M urphy ot 
England, both champion featherweights of 
their countries, m et at the California A th­ 
letic Club this evening for a purse of $1,800, 
$300 to loser, and probably the cham pion­ 
ship of their class in the world. 
The Australian made a strong impression 
here in his late battle with Young Griffin, 
and was backed liberally at odds of $100 to 
$60. 
Both of the boys seemed to realize the 
im portance of to-Dight’s engagement, aud 
the consequence was that they were in fine 
condition, the A ustralian weighing 117 and 
the Englishm an weighing 119. H iram B. 
Cook was referee. 
Billy M urphy was first to put in an ap­ 
pearance. 
H is seconds were Paddy Gor­ 
man and Billy Armstrong. 
H is namesake followed, cared for by 
Martin M urphy and Patsy Hogan. 
Time was called at 9:*30. As the men 
came to the scratch, the A ustralian wore 
his usual hall-sarcastic smile, while the 
Englishm an seemed perfectly cool and 
confident. After a mom ent of feinting, 
Frank got a slight one on Billy’s body 
without a return. A m om ent later the 
A ustralian brought his right on F rank’s 
neck and immediately repeated it. The 
English boy seemed to have him gauged 
well and got out of the reach of several 
Wrll-meant body blows.

to heave to. This the Captain of the Black 
Diamond refused to do. Thereupon the 
Commander of the Rush ordered the low­ 
ering of the ports and the running out of 
guns. This brought the Black Diamond to 
time. 
Cantian Sheppard and Lieutenant Tuttle 
boarded the English craft and asked for 
her papers. The officers of the Black Dia­ 
mond offered no armed resistance, but 
made an im pudent reply to the demand, 
and refused to deliver the ship’s papers. 
Captain Sheppard at once broke ot>en the 
cabin of the Captain of the Black Diamond, 
and forced the hinges of the strong-box 
aud Captain's chest, thereby securing the 
papers which he wanted. 
A search of the vessel disclosed 106 seal­ 
skins, which had been taken in Behring 
Sea. As soon as this disc jvery was made 
Captain Sheppard placed n tion-commis- 
sioned officer from the Rush in charge of 
the Black Diamond, and ordered the vessel 
to be taken to Sitka to await further in ­ 
structions. The Captain of the Black Dia­ 
mond made the statem ent that when in 
Victoria he had been ordered to pay no 
attention in case he wa9 overtaken by the 
Ru9h and -requested to heave to. 
He said 
he would not have surrendered if the 
Rush had had an inferior force to his own. 
W hen last seen oy the Dora the Rush was 
in pursuit of five sealers.

John Arkins, manager of the Rockt) Mount­ 
ain News, on Monday evening, 'b y Jeff 
alias "Soapy” Sm ith, a notorious confi­ 
dence man. lias its original cause in the 
warfare w hich the .Yens has for m onths 
been m aking on the dives and criminal 
classes and the corrupt municipal machine 
which has so long dom inated Denver poli­ 
tics. 
Early last fall the News exposed and d e ­ 
nounced the corruption in the police de­ 
partm ent, showing that it was in league 
with thieves, gamblers, confidence men 
and courtesans for the purpose of personal 
gain and political power. 
Last January the News assumed strong 
grounds in favor of the Sunday closing ol 
saloons, and also announced that hence­ 
forth in all local elections it would ignore 
partisan polities. 
In m aintaining these positions the News 
has succeeded in compelling the late Legis­ 
lature to pass a high license law and to so 
amend the city charters that the saloons 
become punishable under the laws of the 
State for keeping open on Sunday. 
The vigorous and successful demand for 
the enforcement of the law has drawn 
upon the News and Manager Arkins the 
intense hatred of the city bv following up 
this policy. 
The paper has been exposing the m an­ 
ner in which confidence men have been 
allowed to plv their vocation in and about 
the city, aud on Monday' m orning in a 
column ariicle it showed 
up “Soapy” 
Sm ith in an especially graphic manner. 
This article was the alleged im mediate 
cause of the assault upon the manager of 
the News, but that it was urged on and in ­ 
s ligated by the saloon and dive element 
there is every reason to believe. 
Last evening anout 7 o clock Sm ith and 
one of his friends, known as “ B anjo” 
Parker, went to the News building and took 
up their position in (he shadow near the 
main entrance to the elevator. 
In a few m inntes Colonel Arkins came 
down and started to step into a carriage in 
waiting, which was that of the Assistant 
Secretary of State. 
Just as he stepped out of the door Smith 
spoke to him .

AMERICAN HONOR. 
Professor N. S. Shaler, in the North Amer­ 
ican Review for August, has a very enjoya­ 
ble paper on the sense of honor among 
Americans. He takes the view that we 
are not nearly so had a people as some 
would paint us, and that a cool analysis of 
American character will disclose that our 
people are as true to their word, as faith­ 
ful to obligations, and as loyal to duty as 
any, and in many respects that we are su­ 
perior. He is not content with mere asser­ 
tion, bnt proceeds to recite the proofs for 
the theory he advances. The behavior of 
the people under the stress of war, he con­ 
siders a fair test of their moral strength in 
polities. Under the conditions of war the 
underlying motives of men are very apt to 
develop. In the Revolution there were 
numerous instances of Imd faith among our 
superior officers—as, for instance the trea­ 
son of Arnold, the treacherous motives of 
Charles Lee, the intriguing of Gates and 
his cabal, and the self-seeking and half­ 
hearted treachery of many others. 
In 
fact, there was a great number of men in 
that period that were untrustworthy, 
though they knew they were fighting with 
halters around their necks. In contrast, 
the conditions and results were superior 
during the civil war. The circumstances 
were such as to naturally increase the ele­ 
ments of untrustworthiness; there were 
interests at stake that divided home, du­ 
ties and affections; there was a divided po­ 
litical policy at the North, doubt and fear 
everywhere, and great constitutional in­ 
volvement. The contestants were very 
largely of divided mind as to where their 
allegiance was due. 
Yet, as a matter of 
fact, there is no record of any officer of 
any grade having gone over to the enemy; 
and Professor Shaler declares that this is 
one of the brightest laurels of our arms 
that at no time was there any real untrust­ 
worthiness, despite quarrels, jealousies and 
ambitions. Moreover, at no time in all the 
rebellion did our men lose confidence in the 
trustworthiness of their leaders. 
The 
soldier may have held his commander to 
be a fool, and have cursed him for his dis­ 
like, hut he never doubted the sincerity 
and trustworthiness of his motives as a 
leader. The disbandment of the armies 
on both sides witnessed the return of the 
men to their homes in that perfect good 
faith and trustfulness that was nothing 
less than remarkable. The Confederates 
with singular unanimity obeyed the con­ 
dition of their surrender. 
One of the 
best evidences of repose of the people in 
the officials appointed to positions of trust 
is that the judiciary did not allow the 
animosities of the war to interrupt the 
calm of their duty. At the close of the 
war even-handed justice was dealt out 
South aud North, regardless of the recent 
attitudes of the contestants. 
Professor 
Shaler cites as an instance of this fact the 
story of his own experience. During, and 
immediately after the civil war, he had 
legal contention liefore the Courts of Ken­ 
tucky, where his political sentiments were 
well known and the officers of the law 
were all politically opposed to him. But 
it never crossed his mind that because of 
that fact he was in any danger of not be­ 
ing fairly treated by the Judges, lie says 
that he has made inquiries of many others 
similarly situated iu the border States, but 
can not learn of one who let the fear of in­ 
justice enter his heart. He declares that 
it Ls one of the most significant facts ir. 
our social a ad political history, thal while 
our Judges as a rule are not chosen from 
among the best lawyers, and while they 
arc selected according 10 a system that he 
considers the greatest of blunders, inas­ 
much as it introduces into the selection 
the partisanship of political parties, yet it 
is true that as soon as thc-o men are ele­ 
vated to the bench they put aside their 
partisanship and rise to a sense of the 
duties imposed upon them. He intimates 
that he believes, and we arc disposed to 
concur with him, that history will prove 
that the corruption in private employment 
of this day is not proportionately greater 
than in the revolutionary |>criod. We 
have vast bodies of officials of corpora­ 
tions in these days, white in the earlier 
period the corporation was rare, and trade 
and enterprise moved only by individual 
exertion that are now promoted by aggrc- ; 
gation of capital. Any true rompari.sm 
between the two periods is, therefore, very 
difficult, for there is much less rigor of 
supervision over those intrusted with cor-! 
porate responsibilities than over those 
employed b.- individuals. Among public 
men in this day breaches of trust are at 
once made known, as a rule, and the wild- 
eet publicity is given to the m atter; but 
in the old time a distinguished person 
could for a long time shield himself from 
any assault for wrong doing. The princi­ 
ple that “tiie King can do wrong” was in 


a measure extended over the foremost 
officials of the old time. A conspicuous 
instance is cited, the case of John Han­ 
cock, the Treasurer of Harvard Coliege. 
He deliberately appropriated the college 
funds intrusted to him as Treasurer to his 
own use. In this day, if any officer of a 
collegiate institution should so act, he 
would meet with swift punishment, unless 
he fled the country. But Hancock was 
not affected by the charge—he continued 
in public life, filled high offices, and for 
twenty years contemptuously treated the 
demand of the college for its money, and 
when he finally settled, did so in a cavalier 
manner. On the whole, Professor Shaler, 
who has been much engaged in the study 
of American history, declares that while 
we suffer under many ills not known to the 
days of the Revolution, and while the abuse 
of place for partisan ends is a burning shame 
of the time, that a fair survey of our polit­ 
ical life indicates that the trust-maintain­ 
ing jiower of our people has gained in the 
first century of our national life, and that 
appparent evils in our administrative sys­ 
tem are not due to diminution of the meas­ 
ure of fidelity to trust among our people. 


T h e leader of the Third Infantry Band, 
H. C. Kropp, has shared the fate of Cog- 
gin, and has also been fined $50 and dis­ 
honorably discharged from the service of 
the State. Let all be treated alike, and 
the sentence enforced. If the militia sys­ 
tem is worth anything, it is worth the en­ 
forcement of discipline. 


WASHINGTON CULL1NGS. 


TERRIBLE FLOODS, 
Kutire Towns in New Jersey Subm erged 
—Several D am s Collapse. 
N ew ark (N . j .), Jnly 30th.—The most 
disastrous stonn that has visited this vicin­ 
ity occurred this afternoon aad evening in 
this city. Cellars were flooded and sewers 
bursted. Work had to be suspended in 
the factories in the lower section. 
A washout occurred at South Orange 
and trains were delayed. In South Orange 
several buildings, including the Postoflice, 
were carried away, and two hundred and 
fifty barrels of flour were washed out from 
one store-house. 
In Orange valley the water is up to the 
second story windows, and great damage 
has been done to stock in numerous hat 
factories. 
People are compelled to paddle around 
or swim in order to get to a place of safety. 
Bloomfield and Mount Clair also report 
great damage. No lives are known to be 
lost. The greatest alarm prevails around 
Millburu. Above it is a reservoir dam 
which is not regarded as safe. Should it 
Durst it would overflow Millburn and other 
small towns along Rahway river, and the 
damage would reach as far as Rahway. 
At 10 o’clock to-night the dam is reported 
safe, but the inhabitants ot the town are 
preparing to move to high ground. Nearly 
every road in the country is impassable, as 
all the bridges have been washed away. 
P la in field (N. J.), July 30th.—The 
greatest flood ever known here came this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock. The dam at Stony 
Brook, above the Green Valley Mills, gave 
way carrying with it Coddington’s ice­ 
houses and many barns and seriously un­ 
dermining the mills. 
At 5:40 the dam on Green Brook, in the 
heart of the town, also gave way, and caused 
much damage. Many wooden buildings 
were carried away by 6 o'clock. The im­ 
mense dam at Westfield, back of the Scotch 
Plains, collapsed, and an additional body 
of water was thrown into the valley below 
Green Brook, which could not contain it, 
and the water rushed across to Cedar 
Brook, and thence through the finest resi­ 
dence portion of Plainfield. 
The damage here is very great. Two or 
three square miles of thickly settled terri­ 
tory is being submerged. ’ There were 
many gallant rescues of life. 
B loomfield (N. J.), July 30.—The busi­ 
ness center is a wreck from the flood. The 
second river dam, at Fritz’ Mill, has given 
way, and the land for two miles is sub­ 
merged. Stores and residences are flooded, 
and thousands of dollars worth of property 
is destroyed. 
T wo lives are reported lost and many are 
imprisoned in houses along the river. 
Rescuers are striving to save them. Men 
are wading to and from the houses in the 
water, shoulder-deep, with women and 
children on their backs. 
The factory of Seabury & Johnson, in 
East Orange, is submerged. The women 
and girls in it were rescued by men on 
rafts. 
Appley’s Park, recently laid out at an ex­ 
pense of $40,000, is a complete wreck. 


W OODLAND W AIFS. 
A Rapid Yolo Youth—Ho Desert» H is W ife 
anil Little One. 
W oodland, July 30th.—The hot wave 
still continues. The thermometer stood at 
110° in the shade this afternoon. 
William Gilling, who was arrested with 
John Murphy for the murder of Janies 
Clooney at Cacheville Sunday night, made 
a statement, which, if true, and it is gener­ 
ally believed, exonerates him from the 
crime and gives positive proof to Murphy's 
guilt. 
He stated that he had separated the par­ 
ties several times, and had finally started 
them home, and had got about one hun­ 
dred feet ahead of them when they started 
to fight again. He returned at once, and 
found Clooney in a dying condition, with 
Murphy standing near him. Murphy still 
refuses to make any statement, and declines 
legal counsel. 
Henry Lsngenour, son of J. 1). Lange- 
nour, one of Yolo’s wealthiest eitizens, has 
left for foreign climes, taking with him 
$1,200, the proceeds of his wheat crop, and 
leaving behind him a wife and one child. 
Young Langenour has led a rather 
“speedy” life for a young man only 20 
veare old. About a year ago he got a large 
sum of money from his indulgent father 
and left with a “barn-storming troupe” for 
the East, where he became stranded. He 
made his way to the home of some of his 
relatives in the East and there married his 
own cousin of 28 years, he being only 19 
then. His parents were highly enraged. 
They finally became reconciled and sent 
him ubout $10,000, which he “blew in" on 
a newspaper, and finally returned the prod­ 
igal son. 
Since his return his father placed him 
aod his wife on one of his ranches, where 
he behaved himself very well until he re­ 
ceived the money for his wheat, which 
proved too great a temptation, and he ac­ 
cordingly skipped. 
His reason for leaving was that he was 
tired aud desired other work thau farming. 
It is expected that he will return as soon as 
his money gives out. 


RAILROAD DISPUTES. 
Transcontinental Troubles D ae to the 
Canadian Pacific Advantages. 
N ew 'Y o ek, Juiy 30th.—C. P. Huntington 
asserts that " there will be no settlement of 
the transcontinental trouble until the Ca­ 
nadian Pacific gives up its differentials. 
The Southern Pacific is bound by the Inter­ 
state Commerce law. The Canadian Pa­ 
cific is not. Hence arises the difficulties. 
As 10 the Pacific Mail, the transcontinental 
roads are buy ing tonnage from it to the ex­ 
tent of $65,IW0 monthly. This is the larg­ 
est subsidy ever received, considering the 
number of roads aud the amount of busi­ 
ness done. Pacific Mail people talk in­ 
formally about askirgfer an increased sub­ 
sidy, but the transcontinental roads have 
done nothing about it. I thir.k the Pacific 
Mail is doing better than it cculd if it went 
cut, As to the railroad situation in gen­ 
eral, the trouble we are heating so much 
about among the railroads, arises purely 
and simply from the fact that the owners 
of the railroads arc not their managers. 
Stockholders must learn by bard knocks 
what they refuse to learn by arguments.”

AX IMPORTANT WOOL DECISION. 


An Im portant Cabinet M eeting To- 
Day—Another Official 
Investigation. 


[special dispatches to the eecord-union.] 


OFFICIAL INFORM ATION. 
The Treasury D epartm ent Notified of the 
Rush’s A ction. 
W ashington, July 30th.—The Treasury 
Department has received a telegram from 
the commander of the Rush announcing 
his seizure of the Black Diamond and the 
boarding of the Triumph and her subse­ 
quent release. At the State Department 
nothing has been received on the subject, 
and in fact nothing is expected. 
Acting Secretary Wharton stated that he 
could see no reason for the matter coming 
before the Department. In response to an 
inquiry be said that he did not believe 
that this seizure would bring about com­ 
plications with England, unless thev 
should claim exemption from investigation 
and bring in a claim for damages for ves­ 
sels being seized. 
Continuing, W harton said: “Under the 
Act of Congress and the President’s rpoc- 
lamation, the Commander of the vessel is 
authorized to seize suspicious vessels aud 
make an examination to see if they have 
been violating the laws. If the investiga­ 
tion discloses this, he must then take her 
to a port where the Courts will investigate 
the subject, and it found guilty the vessel 
and cargo can be confiscafed.” 
BEHRING SKA FLEET. 
The Navy Department to-day received a 
report from Lieutenant-Comiuander Stock­ 
ton, of the Thetis, giving news of the ves­ 
sels sent to protect the sealing interests in 
Behring Sea. The Thetis arrived at Oona- 
laskajune 17th from Sitka, and on the 
date of the report, June 24th, expected to 
sail northward to communicate with the 
whaling fleet and to cruise in the vicinity 
of Behring Straits while waiting the open­ 
ing of ice in the vicinity of Point Barrow. 
On June 22d the revenue steamer Bear 
arrived from San Francisco. The Rush 
had arrived there on the 17th. 


LO STANDS ON HIS RIGHTS. 
The D evil Lake Indians Claim They 
H ave Been Robbed of 64,000 A cres. 
W ashington, July 30th.—The Commis­ 
sioner of ludían Affairs received a report 
to-day from Special Agent Krebbs an­ 
nouncing the refusal of the Indians on the 
Devil Lake Reservation in Northern Da­ 
kota to receive the allotments in severalty 
as contemplated in the general Allotment 
Act of 1876. The matter of paying the 
taxes was then the greatest objection to 
taking the land in severalty. 
They were told they would have no 
taxes to pay on the land before the expira­ 
tion of twenty-five years. This was fullv 
explained to them, but they could not be 
reconciled to paying taxes even on personal 
property. Other questions were brought 
up by the Indians. They allege thev have 
not been treated fairly by the Government 
and that certain annuities were taken from 
them that ought to be restored, that by an 
error in the exterior lines of the survey on 
the western boundary of the reservation, 
64.000 acres of land were taken from them 
for which they should receive pay. The 
error in the survey of the reservation boun­ 
dary lines in 1875 complained of was re­ 
ferred to in the annual report of the Com­ 
missioner of Indian Affairs for 1887, and a 
claim for compensation for the loss of the 
64.000 acres was, in the judgment of the 
Commissioner, a just one. No action in 
the matter, however, has yet been taken 
by Congress. 
WOOL WASTE. 
Telegram From A ssistant Secretary Tich- 
ener on the A ppraiser’s R eport. 
W ash in g to n, July 30th.—Assistant Sec­ 
retary Tichener sent the following tele­ 
gram to Congressman Townsend of Ohio 
to-day: 
"The meaning and effect of the Apprais­ 
er’s report and the Department’s decision 
concerning wool waste is evidently mis­ 
understood. 
The decision is in every 
respect restrictive and prevents the im­ 
portation of these so-called wastes.” 
This telegram was called forth bv the 
action of the National Wool-growers’ As­ 
sociation in Columbus, which passed reso­ 
lutions approving the recent decisions of 
the Treasury Department in relation to 
broken tops and garneted waste, and ask­ 
ing that like decisions be applied to ring 
waste and soiled laps, which are being im ­ 
ported in large quantities, as they allege, 
in violation cf the tariff laws. 


THE THETIS. 
Survivors ol the Little Ohio Cared for at 
St. M ichael’s. 
W ashington, July 30th —Secretary Tracy 
has received the following dispatch from 
Lieutenant Commander Stockton of the 
Thetis, dated at St. Michael's. Behring 8ea, 
on July 8th. and sent from San Francisco 
by telegraph : “The Thetis arrived at St. 
Michael’s from the Arctic ocean with the 
survivors of the bark Little Ohio, from 
New Bedford, who were wrecked at Point 
Hope, Arctic ocean, October 3, 1888. Out 
of thirty-three men on board ot the vessel, 
but eight 8nrvive. 
“The names of the survivors are : Edw. 
Mairon We’ait, Anton Rodrigues, James 
Roy, Frederick W Ssverty, Enos Yaco, 
l’eas Perez and Samuel Brown. The whal­ 
ing bark Ohio Second of New Bedford was 
wrecked on Momvick Island about June 1, 
1889. The vessel is a total loss. The offi­ 
cers and men were saved. The Thetis will 
return in a few days to the Arctic ocean.” 


SETTLERS ALARMED. 
The Indians of W ashington Territory 
Threaten the W hites. 
W ashington, July 30th.—General Scho­ 
field has directed the Commanding General 
of the Division of the Pacific to take such 
action as may he necessary after investi­ 
gating the facts contained in the following 
telegram, received from the Interior De­ 
partment : 
Causfei.l. Stevens county, W. T., July 25th. 
—To Ole, Indian Agent. Fort Spokane, IP. T.: The 
Indians have burned tight square miles of hay 
land and threaten the lives ot the settlers. Many 
ol the settlers are guarding their haystacks and 
dwellings. The settlers have signed a petition 
requesting a eotnpany of soldiers be sent to 
them to protect their property and perhaps 
their lives. 
R. A. H arvey, 
Official Investigation. 
W a s h in g t o n , Jniv 30th —The case of 
John B Huseey, Chief of the Pension Di­ 
vision of the Third Auditor’s Office, who 
is charged with having made fraudulent 
use of the files of that office, has been re­ 
ferred to the Solicitor of the Treasury tor 
such aclion as is deemed necessary. It is 
impossible to learn the precise character of 
the evidence against Hussey, bat it is 
understood the recent investigation of his 
office disclosed the fact of official informa­ 
tion concerning a peasion case pending 
having been improperly furnished to out­ 
side parties. 
Solicitor Hepburn refuses point blank to 
disease the matter and will not even ad­ 
mit that he knows anything whatever of 
the rase. Hussey still retains his office in 
the Department. He has been in very bad 
health for many weeks and is still con­ 
fined to bis bed. 
I'lithn Forest Fires. 
WASH!NOTOK, Jnly 30th.—Secretary Noble 
to day received a teiegram from the Gover­ 
nor cf Idaho Territory, in which he save 
a terrible fire Is now raging on Government 
timber lands, thirty miles from Boise Ciiy, 
iu B ise county. The Secretary has di­ 
rected the Government Agent, now in ihe 
vicinity, to render all necessary assistance. 
He is authorized to expend $500 in employ­ 
ing men to subdue the fire. 
Harper Begs r»r«lon. 
W ashington, July 30th.—The President 
turned the papers in the case of the appli­ 
cation for pardon of E. S. Hsrper, who 
wrecked the Fideity Bank ot Cincinnati, 
oyer to the Attorney.General for examina­ 
tion. The latter has been so engaged all 
day.

The Dublin Fzpress says the surplus of 
the Parnell indemnity fund exceeds £40.­ 
000. Only £20,000 has been used. 
The British bark Mailsgate, far Newcas­ 
tle, N. S. W., from San Francisco, was 
wrecked on the Middleton reef. Part of 
the crew is missing. 
The body of Colonel A. E. Jones, the 
murdered man, was buried with military 
honors yesterday at Cincinnati. Governor 
Foraker and staff were present. 
The T. Cannon Fruit Commission Com­ 
pany's block and Wichita Grocery Compa­ 
ny’s building, at Wichita. Kansas, were 
burned yesterday. Loss, $170,000. 
The residence of Deputy United States 
Marshal Danzieg, of Portland, Or., was 
fired by incendiaries early Monday morn­ 
ing. Loss, $5,000; insurance, $2,060. 
H. F. Mueller was treated to a coat of 
tar and feathers at Kent, W. T., the other 
night, after which he was ridden out of 
town on a rail. He was accused of felon­ 
ious assault. 
La Prcsse, the Boulangist organ, accuses 
the Government of falsifying 3,000,000 vot­ 
ing papers at the elections on Sunday. 
Corrected returns show that Boulanger was 
elected in twenty-three cantons. 
Advices from Assouan state that the ad 
vanee of the Dervishes is continuous 
though slow. A skirmish occurred Mon­ 
day between the Egyptian patrols and the 
Dervish outposts. Sixty Dervishes were 
killed. 
A dispatch from Nagasaki states that a 
dreadful earthquake occurred on the west­ 
ern portion ot the island of Kiousiou. 
The town of Kumamto was destroyed. 
Many people perished. A vast amount of 
property was destroyed. 
The trial of Tom Thompson and six 
other men who were alleged to have tarred 
and feathered Gas Braman at San Pedro a 
few months ago was concluded in the Su­ 
perior Court at Los Angeles on Monday, 
the jury finding the defendants guilty of 
simple assault. 
Pat Killen, the Minneapolis pugilist, who 
is now at Portland on his way to San Fran­ 
cisco to fight Joe McAulifle, got on a ear 
Sunday morning and used his fists indis­ 
criminately, knocking out several men. 
He was arrested Monday night for knock­ 
ing down a boy. 
Mrs. Althea B. Cook of Raway, San 
Diego county, has sworn out a warrant 
against Samuel Crossen, her brother-in-law, 
charging him with a criminal assault upon 
her nine-year-old daughter. Crossen has 
fled, but officers are in hot pursuit. The 
little girl is in a critical condition, and fears 
are entertained that she will not recover. 
At the Ministerial Council held at Con­ 
stantinople, it was resolved to send a new 
Commission to Crete to endeavor to settle 
the difficulties there; also to dispatch eight 
battalions to the island. Italy advises Tur­ 
key to attempt to conciliate the Cretans, 
and if necessary, resort to the mediation of 
European powers. Italy will assent to the 
annexation of the island by Greece. 
Ten saloon proprietors of Sutter county 
were charged Monday in the Justice’s 
Court of Yuba City with selling liquor 
without a license. They entered pleas of 
not guilty. By consent the case of J. H. 
Miller was set for September 2d, and the 
other cases will not be tried until it is de­ 
cided. The League of Freedom of San 
Francisco is paying the expenses of the de­ 
fense. 
Mrs. Lightloot of Clearwater was before 
the Commissioners of Lunacy at Los An­ 
geles on Monday. Years ago she was 
Mother Superior of a convent in Louisiana, 
but returned to the world. 8he declines to 
five the reason for the step, bnt says her 
eart is burning up with a great grief, the 
cause of which she will only reveal on her 
deathbed. She was committed to Stock­ 
ton. 
Henry E. Abbey, who returned from Eu­ 
rope Monday, said in an interview: “Mary 
Anderson is improving slowly and surely, 
and I have not the least doubt that she will 
ultimately recover completely and she will 
be able to act again. She is now living 
very quietly, and avoids all undue excite­ 
ment. Still she drives, goes to theaters and 
receives friends. AH the stories about her 
being in a madhouse, or having been con­ 
fined to any such institution, are fabrica­ 
tions.” 
The Billy Wilson combination is now in 
Seattle. Tom Jefferson, the backer of Wil­ 
son, the noted colored pugilist of St. Paul, 
Minn., says Wilson will arrange with the 
California Athletic Club to fight Peter 
Jackson, the colored champion, to a finish, 
for $3 000 or more, and Harry Morgan, the 
financial backer of the Tacoma Olobe, and 
several other prominent sporting men have 
offered to raise $3,000 as part of a purse to 
be competed for somewhere on the Pacific 
coast. Wilson challenged Jackson at He. 
lena. 


CRONIN CONSPIRACY. 
Argum ents M ade for New M otions in 
Court Yesterday. 
C hicago, Jnly 30th.—Judge Horton’s 
Court-room was crowded this morning 
when the five alleged Cronin conspirators 
were marshaled in. The Judge was tohear 
a-guments and decide the motions toquash 
indictments in the cases of Beggs, Cough- 
lan. Woodruff and Kunze, and application 
for a change of venue on behalf of O’Sulli­ 
van.The chaDge of venue motion took preced­ 
ence and the arguments on that were the 
first heard. ”1 want to argue this motion 
to quash now while ihe Grand Jury is sit­ 
ting,” said Mr. Longenecker. “If these in­ 
dictments are bad I want to know it.” 
The State’s Attorney objected to the ap­ 
plication for a change of venue for O'Sulli­ 
van, because neither defendant’s affidavit 
nor petition set forth the fact that the peti­ 
tion was supported by the affidavit of two 
reputable citizens that the Judges objected 
to were so prejudiced that O'Sullivau could 
not have a fair trial before them. 
The State’s Attorney said there was not 
a word in the application for a change of 
venue to show that affiants are reputable 
citizens. He thought before any action was 
takeu on the motion defendants should be 
arraigned and required to plead. 
Mr. O'Donohue, attorney for O'Sullivan, 
said he would submit as his argumenta de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court in the 113.h 
Illinois. 
Mr. Carter, on behalf of Cooghlan, 3aid 
he would like to have more time to prepare 
affidavits on the motion to quash the indict­ 
ment. 
Attorney Brown said, on behalf of Wood­ 
ruff, that he would consent to the postpone­ 
ment of the arguments on the motion to 
quash. 
Judge Horton asked Kunso if he had a 
lawyer. Kunso replied: 
“No; I don’t 
want a lawyer.” 
All the attorneys finally agreed to sub­ 
mit the motion to quash indictments to the 
Court withont argument, and Judge Horton 
said he would decide on that and also on 
the motion for a change of venue as soon 
as possible. 
The prisoners were then taken back to 
jail.

TO HIS INTEREST NOT TO.

T he 
prelim inary exam ination of Ah 
Gong, the Chinese highbinder, who is 
ander arrest for having m urdered a fellow 
countrym an in Chinatown, was resumed 
before Judge Buckley yesterday. 
Nearly the entire day was consumed by 
attorney Jones in his cross-examination of 
A h Tan, the defense's first witness. Tan 
had testified that on the night of the killing 
h e was w alking up T hird street and had 
just reached I, when a large Chinaman 
suddenly brushed past him and fired two 
shots at another man in front of him , who 
proved to be the deceased. '“The m an who 
did the shooting,” said the witness, “ was 
not A h Gong, the m an under arrest.” 
The witness looked as serene and inno­ 
cent as a new-born babe when he delivered 
him self of this startling inform ation. 
Mr. Jones, for the prosecution, held a 
w hispered conversation with several re­ 
latives of the murdered man, and then, 
turning to the witness, said: 
“ You are a relative of the prisoner, are 
you not?” 
_ The witness' serene expression vanished 
instanter. H e looked extremely worried, 
and finally, after much hem m ing and haw ­ 
ing, he replied in the affirmative. 
“Ah, I thought so,” said Mr. Jones, with 
an im mense smile of satisfaction. 
He 
then proceeded to harass that witness with 
such a length of questions that the poor 
heathen was soon soaked with perspira­ 
tion. The testimony, of course, was taken 
through an interpreter, and this was in the 
witness’ favor, as it gave him tim e to ex­ 
change glances with his friends before 
answ ering the questions. B ut finally, in 
his excitement, he forgot him self and 
answered one of Mr. Jones' questions in 
English before the interpreter had a chance 
to repeat the question. 
“ Ah ! ’ said Mr. Jones, clapping his 
hands, “ I thought you could talk English 
all along, and was waiting for you to give 
yourself away. 
Now just go aliead, please, 
and tell us all about it in English, so we 
can understand better.” 
. The witness began to exhibit prem oni­ 
tions of apoplexy, but was revived with a 
glass of water. 
“No can talk English,” 
said he in great confusion. 
“Oh, yes, you can; you're talking it 
now .” 
“ No, no talk.” 
“ Yes you did.” 
By this tim e the witness discovered that 
he had really been talking English, and to 
rem edy m atters closed his m outh with a 
smack, and only exhibited a blank expres­ 
sionless countenance in response to all 
subsequent questions in English. 
Mr. Jones appealed to the Court, but the 
latter’s order only m et with the same cold 
stare. 
Finally the interpreter had to be called 
into service again, and the exam ination 
proceeded wearily until recess. 
In the afternoon Tan was put upon the 
rack again. The fresh supply of confidence 
and instructions which had been furnished 
him during the lunch hour soon deserted 
him under Mr, Jones’ fire, and he became 
confused again. H e finally adm itted that 
during the shooting he could not see the 
face of the shooter and did not know who 
he was. H e also got him self into trouble 
by stating that he saw the shooter run 
down Third street and turn into an alley 
after performing his m urderous work. H e 
had testified previously that he ran up I 
street as soon as the shooting commenced. 
B ut when asked to account for this discrep­ 
ancy, he reproduced that convenient blank 
Stare. 
The witness was finally excused from 
th e stand, and another was about to be 
called, when Major Anderson, attorney for 
the defense, produced a m iniature ther­ 
m om eter which he carries in his inside vest 
pocket, and showing it to his Honor, moved 
for an adjournm ent, on the ground that it 
was too warm for further procedure in 
m atters requiring great intellectual strain. 
H is Honor, perceiving that the Major’s 
therm om eter indicated som ething like 200°, 
suddenly granted the attorney’s request, 
and adjourned Court until to-day. 


NOT SOUND YET. 


A D elu g e from th e T au k In terru p t» P o ­ 
lic e C ourt P ro ceed in g s. 
T he brightness im parted to the old Po­ 
lice Conrt-room by its new dress of wall 
paper, varnish and paint was not doomed 
to last long. Court had only been in ses­ 
sion a few moments yesterday when a soft 
trickling sound in the west hall attracted 
the attention of the Court officials and 
spectators. A little later a great stain ap­ 
peared on the new papering, and the 
“ trickling” increased in such volume that 
it was now plainly visible. 
About half of those present escaped from 
the building, and Judge Bucklev took a 
very serious look. 
The leak from the big tank on the roof 
kept increasing until finally it was pouring 
into the Conrt-room in a soiid streEm. 
Buckets were brought into service to pre­ 
vent a flood, and his H onor engaged in an 
earnest conversation with Clerk Larkin re­ 
garding the advisability of moving to the 
old den on Second street.

“H ist!” said Bob Stafford to a brother 
policeman, as he of the lum inous head and 
whiskers disappeared through the door, 
and the court-room resumed its wonted 
darkness, “it’s easy seein’ how that bed got 
afire.

CHRIS. WEISEL’S OFFENSE. 


I t W as C om m itted U nder a M isu n d er­ 
sta n d in g , So it W as D ism issed . 
W hen the case of Chris. Weisel, charged 
w ith violating the sidewalk ordinance, was 
called in the Police Court yesterday, City 
Attorney Church moved to dismiss the 
m atter, on the ground that the offense was 
com m itted with no crim inal intent. W ei­ 
sel, he said, had repaired his sidewalk u n ­ 
der a m isunderstanding—believing that 
the permission given him by the Street 
Commissioner was sufficient upon which to 
proceed with the repairs. U nder the cir­ 
cumstances, it would be useless to try the 
case, as it would be impossible to show that 
Weisel m eant to violate the law. 
Attorney Matt. F. Johnson stated, for the 
information of the Court and Mr. Church, 
that the Boatd o( Trustees had passed an 
order setting forth these facts and request­ 
ing Mr. Weisel’s dismissal. 
Mr. Church, however, prom ptly 
an­ 
nounced to the Court that he was not tak­ 
ing the Trustees into consideration at all in 
the m atter. H e was sim ply asking for a 
dismissal because he knew a conviction 
could not be secured. 
Judge Buckley agreed with the City A t­ 
torney that it would not be wise to prose­ 
cute the case, considering the facts as they 
were presented, and made an order dis­ 
missing the complaint.

E . A . B ovyer C ontract# to H ave it F in ­ 
ish ed b y th e 1st o f O ctob er. 
A special meeting of the City Board of 
Education was held yesterday for the pur­ 
pose of taking action on the bids for the 
erection of the new school building at 
Twenty-first and L streets. 
The two lowest bidders were the Siller 
Bros. ($9,672) and Janies Schneider ($9,975). 
Both declined the contract if the Board in- 
sisted_ on having the work completed by 
the 15th of October, as they said they could 
not get timbers of a certain kind in time. 
The next lowest bidder was Thomas 
McCaffrey. 
H is bid was $10 393, and he 
offered to take the contract and complete 
the work within the specified time. 
E. A. Bovyer, whose bid was $10,444, 
then came forward and agreed to put up 
the building according to the specifica­ 
tions for the sum named, and to have the 
work finished by the 1st of October. 
This proposition seemed to strike the 
Board favorably, and he was awarded the 
contract accordingly, with the stipulation 
that he should forfeit $25 a day for each 
day the work rem ained unfinished after 
the 1st of October. 
The Board ordered 320 desks from the 
Bancroft Company, under its contract, 
after which it adjourned.

"A re you willing to sell your stock?” 
asked the reporter. 
"Sell it! 
W hy just get me an offer and 
see how quick I ’ll deed it over.” 
Continuing, M arshall said the club had 
been managed all right under Lang, and it 
was just splitting up the whole combina­ 
tion to put out a m an that has been more 
successful than any one else. 
W hile the conversation was going on T. 
T. W isem an, another of the Directors, 
came up, and said that he, too, did not know 
a word about the action of the Directors 
before he had seen the published account 
of tbe meeting. 
Som ething will have to be done to 
even-up matters. A t the meeting the other 
evening, an assessment of $42 was called 
for from each Director. 
However, after 
other settlements had 
been made, the 
am ount was decreased to $22 50 per man, 
but this they consider too m uch to put 
out every m onth, and claim that the club 
ought to run itself. T hat is about the way 
the m atter stands. 
Director Gamble, the Secretary of the 
club, says he had not the least'idea that 
anything would come up at the meeting in 
regard to Manager. 
Charles Scriver, he 
said, would not be the real Manager, but 
that Enright, of Holbrook, Merrill & Stet­ 
son’s, firm was to be the power behind the 
throne. “ We haven't got money enough to 
pay the men, and there is probably fun 
ahead,” said Gamble. 
Lang appears happy, and says he doesn’t 
know of one good reason tbe opposing Di­ 
rectors have for releasing him . 
However, 
he did not care, and would just as soon 
have the whole thing off his hands. 
W . F. Peterson, one of the Directors 
who voted to oust Lang, says his reason for 
so acting was a good one, as he did not con­ 
sider Lang able to maniDulate the finances 
of the club so as to make both ends meet. 
He said he had other reasons, but did not 
wish to state what they were. 
Mr. Lang was seen again last evening, 
and announced positively that he would 
have nothing more to do with the club. 
“ If I wanted to m ake a kick,” said h e ," I 
have ample opportunity and good grounds 
for so doing. I am informed by a prom i­ 
nent attorney that I can yet consider my­ 
self the Manager, as the by-laws provide 
that a two-thirds vote is required on ques­ 
tions ol releasing members. 
However, I 
wili have no more to say now. 
I will re­ 
mark, by the way, that I have been offered 
$1,000 to buy up all the stock in the club 
and run it myself, and the offer was 
made by a 
prom inent corporation in 
this city, to whose Ínteres* s it would 
be to keep up the ball games. 
It was 
my intention, had I rem ained as Manager, 
to sign F airhurst right away, as I could get 
him cheap, and he is a good catcher.”

Ottawa (Out.), July 30th.—The Domin­ 
ion Government bus taken no action with 
reference to the seizure of the British ves­ 
sel, the Black Diamond. Hon. 0. Tupper, 
Minister of fisheries, is out of the city. 
An official of the department said: “Fur­ 
ther than the hare announcement of the 
fact, no official information has been re­ 
ceived in reference to the matter. Canada 
will not take hick water in the question, 
but will contest to the end the exclusive 
privilege» claimed by the American Gov­ 
ernment. As soon as official statements of 
the facts of the case are forwarded here 
the Government will at once demand the 
release of the vessel.” 
KNGL1SII CHAIN TRADE. 
The Tendency of ttie Knglisli W heat 
'tarU el ill Favor o f the Hellers. 
London, July 30th.—The Mark Lane Ex­ 
prés?, in its review of the British grain 
trade for the past week, says: The ten­ 
dency of English wheat is in favor of 
sellers, though business is inactive. The 
crop is well matured and new deliveries of 
fair milling character are expected in Sep­ 
tember. Foreign wheat is firm, with an 
advance of 5d in Liverpool and GJ in Lon­ 
don. Russian, Californian and American 
red winter are most in request. Barley, 
oats and corn are firm, and round corn is 
tij dearer. At to-day’s market English and 
foreign wheats were inactive, bnt prices 
were maintained. Flour was GJ higher. 
Oats were slow. 
TH E IM > REA CH ED . 
Leading Men Hay Canada Can No Longer 
Subm it to Insults. 
Montreal, July 30th.—The seizure of 
the schooner Black Diamond in Behring 
Sea by the United States steamer Rush 
has caused a sensation here. 
Leading 
members of I'ariiament say, “The end has 
been reached. Canada can no longer sub­ 
mit to insults and the seizures of her ves­ 
sels on the high seas. We must show our 
baud. We have sufficient force in the 
northern Pacific waters to enforce any de 
mand we make." 
Groat Calam ity. 
Yokohama, July 30th.—Dispatches to­ 
day from Nagasaka report a frightful earth­ 
quake in the western part of the Island of 
Kiu-Siu. The town of Kutuamote was en­ 
tirely destroyed. Large numbers of people 
perished and an enormous amount of 
property was destroyed. [Kiu-Siu is ths 
southernmost of the three principal islands 
of Japan, in the Pacific Ocean, separated 
from Corea by the Strait of Corea and from 
Hondo by the Strait of Shikoku.] 
Almost íd the center of the town a deep 
ravine opened and swallowed up the 
Governor’s palace and the principal Im­ 
perial officers. Hardiy a house is left 
standing. The Governor's wife and six 
children are missing. It is believed they 
were killed. 
It is impossible to say how many people 
have lost their lives, but the last dispatches 
from Nagasaki put the number at 3,000. 
Almost the whole town, which formerly 
contained 38,000 inhabitants, is destroyed. 
Many villages in the neighborhood, with 
iheir inhabitants, have entirely disap­ 
peared. 
W ar in Lotteries. 
V ienna, July 30th.—Dr. Roser, a mem­ 
ber of the Ileichsratb, who, for twenty-five 
vears has been fighting the Government 
lottery, has just introduced, for the twelfth 
time, a bill abolishing all State lotteries. 
He is confident the measure will pass. Re­ 
cently a stranger won §200,000 of the Gov­ 
ernment's money by what appears to have 
been a clever trick. Two lottery officials 
were arrested. The lottery is identical with 
the American game of “policy.” 
Boulanger Surprised. 
London, July 30th.—Boulanger is greatly 
surprised at his overwhelming defeat in the 
French elections, but he declares himself 
by no means discouraged, as he knows well 
the vacillating charact-r of his fellow- 
countrvmeo, and is waiting and hoping and 
laying plans for future glory. 
Canadian Guarantee W anted. 
London, July 30th.—The Financial Mews 
states that the new Anglo-Canadian Cable 
Company has applied to the Canadian 
Government fora guarantee of £100,000 of 
the proposed issue on its bonds. The iXews 
says this guarantee will insure the raising 
of the requisite capital. 
Cretan Difficulties. 
Constantinople, July 30th.—A Minis- 
ti-rial council, over which the Sultan pre­ 
sided, has resolved to send a new Commis­ 
sion to Crete to endeavor to settle the diffi­ 
culties there. Eight battalions of troop3 
will also be sent to the island. 
Struck Blind. 
Montreal, July 30th.—Four sailors of 
the bark Thomas Marshall were suddenly 
struck blind soon after the vessel reached 
here. A policeman is also afflicted in a 
similar manner. The first symptoms is 
dizziness, quickly followed by total blind­ 
ness. 
D redging for Gold. 
London, July 30th.—The British Colum­ 
bia Gold Dredging Company has registered 
with a capital of £10,000, in order to pur­ 
chase Gibson's rights to dredge for gold in 
forty-five miles ot Fraser river. 
Rrilinli B ark W recked. 
Brisbane, July 30th.—The British bark 
Matesga's, Captain Spratt, from Newcastle, 
N. S. \V„ for San Francisco, has been 
wrecked on Middletown reef. Part of the 
crew is missing. 
Knglanri and Japan. 
London, July 30th.—The British Foreign 
Office is negotiating a commercial treaty 
with Japan. By the terms of the treaty 
Great Britain surrenders her present judi­ 
cial privileges over her subjects in Japan,
